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THE 

VANISHING 

BUFFALO 

Buffalo  Hunting  Happy  Sideline 
For  The  Serious  Coin  Collector

The  Buffalo  nickel  found  in  circu¬ 
lation  today  with  a  clear  date  or  any 
date  at  all  is  becoming  nearly  as  ex¬ 
tinct  as  the  buffalo  itself  on  the  West¬ 
ern  plains.  This  five-cent  piece,  also 
referred  to  as  the  Indian  or  Bison 
nickel,  was  minted  from  1913  to  1938, 
a  period  of  25  years  before  it  was  re¬ 
placed  with  our  present-day  Jefferson 
nickel. 

The  theme  expressed  by  linking  the 
Indian  and  Buffalo  on  a  coin  makes 
it  truly  symbolic  of  our  America. 
James  Earle  Fraser,  famous  sculptor, 
designed  the  buffalo  nickel  employ¬ 
ing  for  the  obverse,  three  different 
models  to  cast  a  portrait  of  the  proud 
Indian  with  high  cheekbones,  broad 
nose,  feathered  hair  piece,  and  braids 
—  so  characteristic  of  America’s  first 
citizen. 

Designer  Frazer  used  as  a  model 
for  the  reverse,  the  famous  Black 
Diamond,  a  buffalo  housed  at  the 
New  York  Zoological  Gardens,  and 
whose  parents  had  been  part  of  the 
Bamum  &  Bailey  Circus.  Black  Dia¬ 
mond  was  about  20  years  old  when 
he  “posed”  for  the  five-cent  piece. 
The  animal  was  later  sold,  slaughter¬ 
ed  for  about  750  pounds  of  meat  and 
the  hide  made  into  an  automobile 
robe  for  icy  winters. 

Indian  tribes  and  buffalo  herds 
roamed  American  soil  long  before 


this  country  was  settled  bv  the  white 
man.  The  buffalo  furnished  necessary 
food  and  clothing  for  the  Indians.  As 
wagon  trains,  in  search  of  green  pas¬ 
tures  and  blue  waters,  opened  up  the 
trails  to  the  west,  the  buffalo  began 
disappearing  as  the  pioneers  were 
taking  more  than  their  share.  After 
the  railroad  to  the  new  country  was 
built,  buffalo  hunting  parties  were 
staged  to  induce  people  to  use  the 
new  and  faster  mode  of  transporta¬ 
tion.  During  these  times,  the  Indian, 
realizing  his  vast  open  territory,  food 
and  clothing  were  rapidly  disappear¬ 
ing,  rebelled  at  the  white  man.  But 
the  story  of  the  Red  Man  versus  the 
White  Man  is  another  chapter  in 
American  history. 

The  buffalo  nickel  has  never  been 
a  popular  item  among  collectors  as 
they  are  too  difficult  to  pull  out  of 
circulation  with  resemblance  of  a  date; 
and  by  purchasing  the  coins,  a  com¬ 
plete  set  would  be  out  of  reach  for 
the  average  collector  —  price  wise. 
A  commercial  product  was  introduc¬ 
ed  a  few'  years  ago  whereby  a  drop 
placed  where  the  date  was  supposed 
to  be,  would  bring  it  out.  The  collect¬ 
ing  of  this  type  nickel  was  revived 
for  a  time  by  filling  in  with  “restored” 
dates. 

The  buffalo  nickel  series  is  quite 
interesting  to  study  even  though  one 
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does  not  collect  them.  In  1913,  first 
year  of  issue,  there  were  two  distinct 
varieties  —  buffalo  standing  on  a 
mound  of  earth  and  later  in  the  year 
found  him  on  level  ground.  The  rea¬ 
son  for  the  change  was  that  the 
nickel  was  wearing  down  rapidly  due 
to  the  righ  relief.  So  for  the  first  year 
of  issue,  one  must  have  six  to  start 
the  set  —  two  of  each  of  1913PDS 
(Philadelphia,  Denver  and  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Mints.) 

In  1918,  at  the  Denver  mint,  the 
previous  year’s  die  was  used  so  we 
find  an  overdate  —  1918  over  17:  and 
if  vou  have  been  lucky  enough  to 
find  one  for  your  set,  you  have  a 
valuable  coin. 

A  well  known  variety  of  the  buffalo 
nickel  is  the  three-legged;  an  animal 
with  only  three  legs.  This  happened 
at  the  Denver  mint  during  the  year 
1937  when  the  die,  according  to  Don 
Taxay  in  his  book  “Counterfeit,  Mis- 
truck  &  Unofficial  U.  S.  Coins,”  was 
",  .  .  ground  down  to  remove  injuries 
sustained  during  its  clash  with  ob¬ 
verse  die.”  The  right  front  leg  of  the 
animal  is  missing  (the  hoof  is  there) 
and  if  you  have  been  fortunate  to 
find  the  coin  or  perhaps  been  given 
the  chance  to  purchase  one,  do  be 
careful  as  many  of  the  1937D  nickels 
have  been  altered  by  removing  the 


leg  (sometimes  the  wrong  leg)  with 
a  pocket  knife  or  other  sharp  object. 
These  have  been  known  to  have  been 
sold  to  unsuspecting  collectors;  so 
know  your  coin  or  take  it  to  a  re¬ 
liable  dealer  and  he  will  be  most  co¬ 
operative  to  authenticate  it  for  vou. 

The  1938D  over  S  variety  created 
some  excitement  a  few  years  ago.  It 
has  never  been  clearly  established 
how  the  variety  came  about  or  how 
manv  were  released  with  the  super¬ 
imposed  mint  mark;  but  do  check 
your  ‘38D  buffalo  nickels  —  vou  may 
have  that  variety  to  complete  your 
set. 

In  the  meantime.  Happy  Buffalo 
Hunting!

Senhor  Kurt  Prober  of  Rio  cle  Ja¬ 
neiro,  Brazil  is  internationally  known 
as  a  writer  and  coin  dealer  and  count¬ 
less  collectors  from  all  over  the  world 
call  upon  him  for  informatoin.  As  the 
TNA  News  has  and  will  carry  articles 
on  the  coinage  and  currency  of  Bra¬ 
zil,  we  thought  it  appropriate  to  call 
upon  Senhor  Prober  for  a  little  back¬ 
ground  —  truly  named  "Mr.  Numis¬ 
matist  of  Brazil.” 

Since  May  1,  1945  Senhor  Prober 
has  held  Life  Membership  No.  95  in 
the  American  Numismatic  Associa¬ 
tion.  His  numismatic  library  consists 
of  1,400  books  and  includes  all  issues 
of  The  Numismatist  since  1935.  He 
has  a  personal  collection  of  approxi¬ 
mately  10,000  pieces  of  universal 
coin  types  of  all  metals.  Some  of  them 
are  complete  on  Central  and  South 
America  but  only  as  type  sets. 

Prober  has  written  11  books  on  nu¬ 
mismatic  subjects.  In  addition  to  these 
works,  our  Brazilian  friend  has  pro¬ 
duced  more  than  40  pamphlets  and 
reports  upon  other  numismatic  mat¬ 
ters.  The  Numismatist  reviewed  only 
two  of  his  publications.  More  of  these 
might  have  had  greater  review  cover¬ 
age  in  the  United  States  had  they 
been  written  in  English.  His  books 
are  now  out  of  print  except  for  “Cat¬ 
alog  of  Brazilian  Coins.”  Though  not 
his  most  important  book.  Prober  con¬ 
siders  it  his  most  complete  work  about 
Brazilian  coins. 

His  most  challenging  and  best 
works  were  “The  Numismatic  His¬ 
tory  of  Guatemala.”  and  “The  Numis¬ 
matic  History  of  the  Dominican  Re¬ 
public.”  The  first  was  translated 
FREE  OK  ANY  CHARGE  by  the 
Bank  of  Guatemala.  The  bank  forgot 


to  send  him  50  books  promised  but 
they  did  send  him  ten.  On  the  other 
hand,  Trujillo  —  of  his  own  free  will 
-  decided  to  cite  Prober  with  the 
ORDEM  DE  CRISTOBAL  COLON 
that  carried  with  it  the  degree  of  of¬ 
ficer  whereas  the  Guatemalan  govern¬ 
ment  forgot  to  say  thanks. 

Prober  says  that  three  Americans 
copied  both  books  in  part  for  the  U.S. 
market.  They  produced  three  books 
about  the  coinage  of  these  countries, 
using  his  personal  drawings  without 
even  the  courtesy  of  asking  his  per¬ 
mission  or  sending  him  a  free  copy  of 
their  publication. 

The  distinguished  Brazilian  numis¬ 
matist  has  been  a  dealer  for  30  years. 
He  is  disgusted  about  the  way  coun¬ 
terfeits  are  appearing  on  the  market. 
High  taxes  are  making  it  difficult  for 
dealers  to  operate  profitably.  Brazil, 
with  a  market  of  1,500  collectors,

ONLY  THE  TOTAL  NUMBER  ORDERED  WILL  BE  STRUCK, 
thus  assuring  the  rarity  of  these  beautiful  pieces. 

We  now  have  a  new  issue  of  cupro-nickel,  golden  bronze  and 
rose-gold  bronze  available  at  the  same  wholesale  prices  as  before 
plus  postage.  These  all  are  distinguished  by  reeded  edges.  We 
also  have  a  few  rare  "mules"  in  two  obverses  at  $2.50  each 
wholesale. 

Currently  available  are  several  sets  of  PROGRESSIVE  DIE  TRIAL 
PROOF  SETS  IN  LEAD.  These  consist  of  a  total  of  23  pieces  each  (9 
Alamo,  7  Garza  &  7  San  Antonio)  and  are  exactly  similar  to  the  set 
recently  presented  to  San  Antonio's  Witte  Museum,  and  which 
received  national  publicity.  This  is  a  "Once  in  a  Lifetime  Opportun¬ 
ity"  to  acquire  an  extreme  rarity.  We  have  been  unable  to  find 
any  recorded  instance  of  similar  trial  sets  ever  before  being  offered 
for  sale.

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FUTURE  OF  SILVER  COINS  - 
DREAMS  OF  PREMIUMS?

Will  the  common  coins  of  today  be 
of  considerable  premium  value  in  20 
years?  This  question  not  onlv  keeps 
popping  up:  it  is  pressed  so  hard  by 
so  many  collectors  that  it  has  become 
almost  an  irritant  in  some  quarters. 

The  several  million  numismatists 
and  beginners  who  seek  the  answer 
are  largely  well-intentioned  persons 
who  are  lost  for  the  moment  in  their 
own  collecting  habits,  and  obviously 
they  are  looking  for  leads  that  may 
get  them  back  on  the  road  to  a  form 
of  security  and  pride  in  ownership. 

The  best  answer  to  this  auestion 
will  be  found  in  a  study  of  the  very 
common  circulated  coins  of  20  years 
ago.  Actually  those  minted  in  the 
1940’s  carry  very  little  premium  val¬ 
ue,  except  in  the  case  of  the  smaller 
and  unusual  issue. 

It  is  doubtful  whether  the  large 
issues  of  1957-1967  will  enhance  in 
value  rapidly  enough  to  offset  the  six 
per  cent  carrying  charges  that  must 
be  considered. 

All  strictly  uncirculated  coins  mint¬ 
ed  between  1940  and  1950  now  carry 
substantial  premiums,  but  they  were 
issued  in  much  smaller  quantities 
than  those  minted  between  1957  and 
1967.  The  number  put  aside  during 
the  earlier  period  also  was  much  less 
than  that  during  the  most  current 
period. 

Thus  the  saving  of  most  recent 
coins  appears  applicable  only  to  the 
uncirculated  issues,  and  then  chiefly 
in  limited  quantities.  Many  collectors 
have  great  hoards  of  silver  coins  mint¬ 
ed  between  1957  and  1964,  with  the 
thought  and  hope  that  bullion  prices 
will  give  them  a  profit  in  less  than 


five  years. 

This  involves  a  possibility  dis¬ 
cussed  in  this  column  many  times,  but 
the  hoarder  should  always  remember 
that  the  very  large  silver  issues  prior 
to  1965  must  be  regarded  mostly  as 
bullion,  not  as  coins. 

A  bird’s  nest  on  the  ground  is  hard 
to  find,  but  the  average  coin  collector 
is  not  above  looking  for  one.  He  con¬ 
stantly  searches  avenues  that  would 
permit  putting  away  easily  acquired 
coins  at  near  face  value,  always  with 
the  thought  that  they  may  be  scarce 
in  the  future. 

Such  a  plan  was  possible  to  cany' 
out  prior  to  1950.  but  the  chances  are 
against  it  now.  Those  accumulators 
who  are  now  hoarding  Kennedy  half 
dollars  dated  after  1964.  and  many 
other  recent  issues,  may  be  in  for  a 
surprise.  The  issues  are  too  large  and 
the  bullion  value  too  low  to  assure 
much  enhancement. 

The  best  bet  for  a  real  collector 
seems  to  involve  the  acquisition  of 
worthwhile  coins  of  age  and  stature  — 
those  that  have  already  broken  away 
from  the  commonplace  and  taken 
their  place  in  the  sun. 

Topical  coins  have  become  very 
popular  with  collectors  who  wish  to 
specialize  in  some  phase  of  numis¬ 
matics  that  tells  a  story  from  the  be¬ 
ginning  without  the  necessity  for  the 
completeness  required  in  the  more 
elaborate  fields. 

Many  of  these  specialized  collectors 
become  very  excited  over  a  run  of 
coins  showing  animals,  flowers,  birds, 
reigning  monarchs,  plants,  etc.,  and 
they  go  to  great  lengths  to  find  suit¬ 
able  items. 

Other  limited  and  specialized  fields 
of  interest  include  the  “period"  col¬ 
lectors  who  seem  to  favor  short  his- 
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trical  epochs  of  an  exciting  nature. 
These  may  follow  territorial,  colonial, 
transitional  or  revolutionary  strug¬ 
gles,  but  others  tend  toward  the  gold¬ 
en  eras  of  history. 

In  some  of  these  fields  it  is  possible 
to  complete  a  period  collection,  while 
in  others  many  of  the  coins  once  in 
circulation  are  extremely  rare  or  non¬ 
collectible. 

In  United  States  coinage  it  is  pos- 


pible  to  select  several  interesting 
periods,  and  nearly  all  have  their 
scarce  or  rare  coins.  In  1873,  18  coins 
of  all  metals  were  struck,  and  many 
collectors  have  elected  to  make  a 
whole  “period”  of  this  single  year.  At 
least  two  of  the  denominations  were 
minted  only  in  proof  condition,  a 
rather  mysterious  development  that 
makes  for  extreme  difficulty  in  ac¬ 
quiring  the  1873  year  set.

Philpott,  Jr.  of  Dallas,  is  one  of  three 
who  now  can  look  back  on  50  years 
of  devoted  service  to  the  A.N.A. 

Mr.  Phil  entered  numismatics 
through  the  side  door.  For  over  51 
years  he  was  connected  with  money 
in  his  activities  with  the  Texas  Bank¬ 
ers  Association.  Since  1963  he  has 
acted  as  its  consultant.  Like  his 
fellow  Texans,  Phil  does  everything 
in  a  BIG  way. 

He  joined  the  A.N.A.  in  May, 
1918,  with  membership  number  1978. 
Customarily  he  began  collecting  U.S. 
coins,  all  metals,  all  series.  Complet¬ 
ing  all  varieties  of  coins  except  some 
of  the  great  rarities,  his  interest  lagg¬ 
ed,  and  B.  Max  Mehl  sold  his  coins 
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at  auction  in  1946.  Since  1930  he  has 
been  an  ardent  student  and  collector 
of  U.S'.  paper  currency. 

In  1929  he  was  elected  to  the 
A.N.A.  hoard  of  governors  and  was 
reelected  to  this  position  for  a  total 
of  10  consecutive  years,  an  all-time 
record.  Also,  he  has  served  as  chair¬ 
man  of  the  A.N.A.’s  finance  and 
auditing  committee  for  more  than 
20  years. 

“Mr.  Phil”  began  writing  articles 
for  The  Numismatist  in  1929,  mostly 
about  paper  money,  a  subject  on 
which  he  is  an  authority’.  To  the 
present  day  he  continues  to  con¬ 
tribute  monographs.  He  has  attend¬ 
ed  every  A.N.A.  convention  from 
1929  to  date  with  the  exception  of 
the  1964  Cleveland  convention,  and 
he  h  is  won  numerous  awards  as  an 
exhibitor  as  well  as  a  writer.  He  re¬ 
ceived  the  25-year  Continuous  Mem¬ 
bership  medal  in  1949  and  the  Medal 
of  Merit  in  1965.  When  he  present¬ 
ed  B.  Max  Mehl  his  50-year  Gold 
medal  in  1953,  he  commented  that 
he  was  looking  forward  to  the  day 
lie  received  his  in  1968.  That  day 
has  arrived!! 

I  am  sure  I  voice  the  sentiments 
of  many  when  I  say,  “Congratula¬ 
tions,  Mr.  Phil,”  from  one  of  your 
admirers!

used  to  provide  the  coin  dealers  with 
a  net  profit  of  five  to  ten  per  cent  on 
numismatic  gold  items  (or  one  to  two 
per  cent  if  handled  as  exchange  items) 
with  a  maximum  to  20%  on  other 
metals.  Two  years  ago  legislation 
went  into  effect  that  required  the 
dealer  to  pay  taxes  of  20%  on  all 
coins  sold.  Exchange  rates  are  a  de¬ 
terrent  to  the  importation  of  coins 
while  exportation  of  them  is  illegal. 
The  Brazilian  coin  market  is  beset 
with  both  problems  and  troubles. 

To  rephrase  an  American  quotation 
“These  are  times  that  try  a  Brazilian 
coin  dealer’s  soul.”

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Maximilian  Society 
Meets  In  San  Antonio 

Pat  L.  Pace  of  Brownsville  was 
guest  speaker  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Texas  Chapter  of  Maximilian  Numis¬ 
matic  Society  which  was  held  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  June  convention  of 
Texas  Numismatic  Assn,  taking  [dace 
in  San  Antonio. 

Pace  displayed  rare  Maximilian 
patterns  and  discussed  the  numismatic 
features  of  all  of  the  coinage  of  that 
era.  Sixteen  attended  the  special 
meeting  and  program. 

Richard  A.  Long  of  Corpus  Christi 
discussed  banknotes  under  Maxi¬ 
milian  which  was  the  first  paper 
money  ever  issued  in  Mexico.  How¬ 
ever.  he  pointed  out,  Maximilian’s 
government  was  not  responsible  for  its 
issue.  The  Bank  of  London.  Mexico 
and  South  America  issued  its  first 
bills  in  1865  and  others  were  issued 
in  1 866  and  1867.  The  bills  of  this 
bank  that  are  in  existence  today  are 
very  scarce,  Long  stated.  Some  are 
unknown  while  others  are  unique. 
Complete  information  on  the  bills  can 
be  obtained  from  Long’s  article 
“Bancos  of  Federal  District  Intro¬ 
duced.”  It  appears  in  World  Coins 
of  January,  1967. 

The  relationship  of  Maximilian  and 
Peter  II  of  Brazil  was  discussed  by 
Mrs.  C.  H.  Roberts  of  Corpus  Christi, 
relating  that  they  were  first  cousins 
and  Francis  I  of  Austria  was  their 
grandfather.  They  were  contempor¬ 
aries  and  both  had  good  intentions  to 
helo  their  countries.  Yet  both  reigns 
ended  in  tragedies.  Maximilian  was 
executed  in  his  country  while  Pedro 
was  exiled  from  his,  Mrs.  Roberts  said. 

Mrs.  Norma  Mather,  also  of  Corpus 
Christi.  displayed  a  copy  of  an  1864 
Harper’s  Weekly  article  about  Maxi¬ 
milian.  It  included  an  illustration  of 
the  Emperor  and  predicted  difficulties 


for  his  reign  in  the  years  ahead. 

Others  participating  in  the  program 
and  displaying  items  were  Ralph 
Watters,  Taft,  Maximilian  Diarios; 
Oeorpe  A.  Mather.  Corpus  Christi, 
1S67  silver  peso;  and  Ivan  L.  Martin, 
Cornus  Christi.  type  set  of  Maximilian 
coins. 

Program  chairman  for  the  meeting 
was  Sam  Bassous  of  Corpus  Christi. 
C.  H.  Roberts  is  president  of  the 
Texas  Chapter  and  Don  Bailey  is 
president  of  the  National  Society. 
Other  participating  members  are  Joe 
B.  Davis  and  Lamar  Folda,  both  of 
Corpus  Christi.
